Two Russian Jet Fighters Down 


U.S. Navy Plane Off Siberian 
Coast; Rescue 9; One Is Missing

W A SHING TON (JA—'Two Russian 
fighters shot down an Amer­ 
ican Navy plane off Siberia Satur­ 
day 
in 
what 
this 
government 
termed a "wanton and unprovoked 
attack” which apparently cost the 
life of one Navy ensign. 
In a rapid-fire exchange of notes 
last night, a few- hours after the 
incident was announced here, Rus­ 
sia said the American plane opened 
fire first and Washington rejected 
that claim as "completely without 
foundation.’’ 
“The U. S. Navy aircraft was 
on a peaceful patrol mission over 
the high seas some 40 miles from 
the Siberian Coast when it was 
attacked without warning and de­ 
stroyed by two Soviet aircraft,” 
a State Department protest to the 
Soviets said. "At no time did the 
U. S. Navy aircraft open fire on 
the Soviet aircraft.”

SHOOTING WAR. 
NOT OVER YET 
IN FAR EAST 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON (if)—'The cold war 
has flamed to a shooting phase 
again in the Far East despite con­ 
siderable talk of peace and co­ 
existence between the Communist 
and non-Communist worlds. 
Geneva-born hopes that peace in 
Indochina had ended the shooting 
are crumbling under the bombard­ 
ment of Red Chinese shore batter­ 
ies off the island of Quemoy and 
the spattering of Soviet fighter 
plane machine guns. 
Officials 
here 
are 
reluctantly 
swinging rouhd to the idea that 
trouble on a dangerous scale could 
break out again in the Orient. At 
present the trend of events is more 
w o r r i s o m e than immediately 
threatening but it is unquestion­ 
ably a dangerous trend.

RUNNING LOW; 
232 KILLED ON 
NATION'S ROADS

The number of traffic fatalities 
for the 78-hour Labor Day week­ 
end was running behind the year’s 
daily average and short of last 
year’s figures, but the National 
Safety Council read into a Sunday 
night upswing an indication that— 
Our prediction of 390 dead will

With almost 60 hours of the sum­ 
m er’s last long holiday weekend 
gone, the death toll was: traffic

Rather, Dearborn pointed out, 
“the upswing in traffic deaths Sun- . 
day is especially alarming because 
this is the day in the middle of 
the holiday when the tolls usually 
remain relatively low. Unless the 
rate is checked by careful driving, 
the toll may even exceed our esti­ 
mate when the big rush of motor­ 
ists returning home begins Mon­ 
day.” 
The mounting toll, although still 
far short of the 1951 all-time record 
for Labor Day—461 traffic and 658 
from all accidents—bucked special 
efforts by many states and by 
President Eisenhower. 
The President, appalled at the 
National Safety Council’s estimate, 
had appealed to the nation’s dri­ 
vers to drive carefully and slowly 
and “fool the experts.”

Some plants when severely infected 
produce no runners. 
The failure of strawberry plants to 
grow and produce gootf crops of fruit 
in some home plantings is largely a 
result of the virus diseases. Success 
with everbearers particularly has 
been difficult for many and this we 
feel is largely due to the virus dis­ 
eases. Plants that are relatively free 
of the disease as indicated by good 
vigor have produced good crops. 
Through the efforts of the state 
and

experiment 
station 
workers more is known about the 
virus disease and an effort is being 
made to reduce the infections in the 
strawberry 
plant 
nursey 
stock. 
Some nurseries are dusting fields 
many times during the growing sea­ 
son to control the aphids that spread 
the disease. As a result of this work, 
we can look forward to more healthy 
plants and more success in the home 
plantings in the future.

HANG DRAPERIES 
jLIKE DECORATOR 


By VIVIAN BROWN 
Daisies and decorators don’t tell. 
But once in a while a decorator 
secret gets out and the.!, pfffffft,

fessional decorator. The secret of j 
i hanging draperies, for instance, is 
a simple one that is often guarded 
zealously bv dasies and gentlemen 
who charge big fees for doing such 
woric. Actually, all you need to know 
are these tips: 
1. Make sure the rod is even and 
straight. 


2 . If draperies are to be effective, t 
fullness is of major importance— 
the fabric should be twice the width 
; you want the drapery to be when it 
is plnch-pleated. In the best ready­ 
made and homemake draperies a 48- 
inch fabric, finished with 5-inch 
pleats is 24 Inches across the top. 
3. Each drapery 
panel should 
match its mate in length. Hooks 
I must be balanced the same distance 
apart to avoid unsightly sagging 
j Folds should be soft but straight. 
4. When measuring—to insure an 
even hang, measure on the seam 
at the back of each pinch-pleat the 
I distance from the top of the heading 
to the spot where the hook is to be 
attached, and mark with a pencil 
dot. Fasten the hook at the pencil 
dot to the back of the seam, being 
careful that the pin doe. not show- 
on the outside. Hooks should never 
be placed in the spaces between 
pinch-pleats. 
5. Hang draperies with each hook 
securely attached. One loose hook 


j may pop out of its anchorage and 
cause an ugly sag. 


6 . To train draperies to hang in 
parallel folds, smooth into loose 
[pleats from each pinch-pleat down 
to the bottom of the drapery and tie 
into place (not too tightly! with 
string, tape or ribbon about I foot 
from bottom.

ASIAN NATIONS 
SPLIT ON PACT 
FOR MUTUAL AID 


WASHINGTON (Pl—Secretary oi 
State Dulles sat down today In 
Manila with the foreign ministers 
oi seven friendly countries to cre­ 
ate a Southeast Asian defense al­ 
liance against Red China. 
This alliance—BEATO, the South­ 
east Asian Treaty Organization— 
is intended to be the Asian counter- ^ 
part of Europe NATO, the North 
A t l a n t i c Treaty Organization, 
which is a defense against Russia. 
There is one notable difference: 
In the size of the membership of 
the two organizations. There will 
probably be another: in the prom­ 
ises of mutual help In case of at­ 
tack. 
Eight Nation* 
The United States and almost all 
the countries of Western Europe, 
including Britain and France, are 
members of NATO. It has 14 in 
all. Western Europe’s desire for 
defense against Russia was prac- 
| tically unanimous. 
Not so with Southeast Asia or 
SEATO. The eight nations repre- 
sentated at Manila, besides the 
United States, are Britain, France, 
Ajistralia, New Zealand, the Phil­ 
ippines, Pakistan and Thailand. 
Thus only two nations from the 
I mainland of Southeast Asia—Pak- 
I fstan and Thailand—have shown in- 
: terest in Joining SEATO. Four oth­ 
er Asian nations have refused: In­ 
dia, Indonesia, Burma, Ceylon. 
Those four may go to the other 
extreme of making a nonaggres­ 
sion pact with China. India, insist­ 
ing on neutralism, argues SEATO 
may Irritate China into action in­ 
stead of discouraging her. Indo­ 
nesia tries to get along with com­ 
munism not only abroad but at 
home, too. 
So SEATO will represent much 
less than the unanimous desire of 
Southeast Asians for d e f e n s e 
against Red China. It will there­ 
fore lack NATO's rounded contln- 
| ental defense planning and the 
I strength of its united and huge 
manpower.

war in Asia. 
Whether such a treaty, which 
contains a certain indecision from 
the beginning, will be enough to 
deter the Red Chinese remains to 
be seen. Dulles seems to have no 
doubt the United States would rush 
to the aid of an ally who is not 
on the Asian continent. 
To Aid Philippines 
Over the weekend he promised 
immediate American help to the 
Philippines if they should be at­ 
tacked. But the Philippines, Uke 
Formosa and Japan, are part of 
the American defense line in the 
Pacific. Except for the fragment 
of South Korea, that line has not 
yet been extended into Asia. 
SEATO, nevertheless, will pro­ 
vide a framework for consultation 
among the eight nations sitting in 
Manila and some preparations for 
defense, if not so thorough as the 
defense preparations of NATO, It 
can be the beginning for stronger 
agreements.
